Based on last year's tax collec- 


tion In Lee county, the bill would 
increase taxes in the county by 
about $14,400. 


LAST TEAR the county clerks' 


fees produced $11,800 for extending 
the county taxes of $2,626,693. The 
$11,800 was obtained at the rate of 
4 cents per taxpayer. 
' The bill introduced yesterday 
.would provide a fees rate of 1 
-percent on the total levy. One 
percent of last year's'total levy 
would have returned $26,266 in 
fees, or about $14,400 more than 
waa produced.

The public would have to pay for 


the boost, because the amount 
1 either would have to be added to 


the county's total tax bill or be 
mibtracted from funds used in other 
operations in the county, which now 
are not sufficient in most counties. 


However,.according to Sterling 


D.' Schrock, Lee county clerk, 
the increased fees would have 
little effect upon the total tax 
assessments here in the long run. 
"Primarily, it would mean a sav- 


ing, in time to county clerks by 
making the. taxes easier Jo com- 
pute," he said.* * • 


SGHROCK SAID the present sys- 


tem, which last year produced 
$11,800 here, more than pays for 
the cost of computing Lee county 
taxes, so the additional fees would 
not be needed. As a result the ad- 
ditional taxes would go into the 
general fund and eventually be re- 
turned to the public through lower 
tax rates as the general fund grew. 


On the other hand, he added, 


the bill would help wipe out in- 
debtedness of some counties where 
the present system does not pro- 
duce enough money to pay for 
computation of taxes.

has knocked little more than $1.000 
off the $40,000 owed in overdue 
taxes. 


About 500 warrants were issued 


late in January against tardy tax- 
payers in the county.' But the 
sheriff's department is finding in 
nerving the warrants that about 
half of the persons who owe back 
taxes have moved from the coun- 
ty.

Soviet Union 
'Deliberately' 
Murdered 6 


Europe Fears Crisis, 
Undeclared Air War 
As Result of Attacks 


BONN, Germany — C*P)— 


Britain accused the Soviet 
Union tdday of a deliberate 
and brutal act of aggression 
involving murder in the shoot- 
ing down of a Royal Air Force 
Lincoln bomber near Ham- 
burg Thursday. 


This attack by Soviet MIGs*cost 


the lives of six British airmen and 
wounded a seventh. It was the 
second o'n Allied planes by Com- 
munist planes in three days and

of an undeclared 


aerial war 
throughout Western 


Europe. The Western world ap- 
peared to be in for months of 
crisis and tension while Soviet 
Prime Minister Maleakov solidi- 
fies his position in Moscow.

happy Communist lighters by fly- 
ing as usual along the Iron Cur- 
tain border today. The Americans 
said they are bringing in-25 F86 
Sabre jets—their .swiftest opera- 
tional fighter—to replace outmoded 
F84 Thunderjets in Germany. The 
British directed RAF pilot to be 
especially alert along the East- 
West border where Soviet fighters 
apparently have been ordered to 
shoot.on_sighL .

A strong protest lodged with the 


Russians today took no cognizance 
of a Russian announcement Thurs- 
day night that the four-engined 
British bomber had violated the 
East German frontier and had 
opened fire first on the much fast- 
er and better equipped MIGs. 


In tough words, the British high 


commissioner for Germany, Sir 
Ivone Kirkpatrick, demanded pun- 
ishment of the Soviet fliers and 
reparations for British lives and 
lost property.

fused to answer. 


Sabres Down Six Red Jets; 
Texas Pilot Top War Ace 


SEOUL—(/R—U. S. Sabre jets sent six Russian-built MIG-ISs spin- 


ning to destruction today as Col, Royal N. Baker became America's top 
jet ace with 12 MIGs shot down. 


Baker, of McKinney, Tex., said 


he "always thought Friday the 13th 
was good luck for me." He got his 
12th- MIG and 13th Communist 
plane today. 


The U.S. Fifth Air Force said 


another MIG was probably ue- 
stroyed and one was damaged in 
a fiery climax to a day of trip- 
hammer Allied air blows. 


Today's bag ran the toll of MIGs 


since the Korean War started to 
604. Of that number, 585 have been 
destroyed by Sabres. Up to March 
7, the Air Forte said, 52 Sabre.s 
were lost in air combat, a victory 
ratio of nearly 12-1. 


While the swift Sabre.s raised a 


curtain of protective fire to the 
north, ,U.N. fighter-bombers plaa- 


tered Red targets closer to the 
front. 


Twenty-four Thunderjets bombed 


a Red troop center south of Kang- 
dong into flaming ruins. Others 
battered rail and road supply lines 
and rained their destructive bomb 
loads on the Red front lines. 


B-29 Superforts roared through 


darkness today and loosed 140 tons 
of high explosives on Red supply 
dumps on North Korea's west 
coast. Seven of the big planes 
hammered Namsnn and seven oth- 
ers hit Yangjichon, both on the 
main west coast rail line. 


Along the ground. Communist 


foot soldiers jabbed the Allied lines 
in a dozen spots, but. were thrown 
back with heavy casualties. 


Mayor Seeks

Rates Here 


Lower Insurance 
Rates, Plus Better 
Protection Goal 


City officials are investi 


gating the possibility of get 
ting a'lower fire insurance 
rate for Dixon. 


According to Mayor William Slot 


hower, queries are being made o 
the Illinois Inspection bureau in 
Chicago for information on a fir 
inspection survey to determine th 
city's chance for a reduced rate 


Information is expected in th 


near future indicating the advan 
tage or disadvantage in taking 
steps to procure a six instead o 
Dixon's present eight rating. 


Some sources contend that a low 


er rate would more than compen 
sate, in savings to policy holders 
for any additional taxes that migh 
be imposed by the city in making 
fire protection improvements. 


Estimates made by individuals 


experienced in fire prevention in 
dicate that a lower insurance rat' 
would save local policy holders 
thousands of dollars a year. 


Two-Way Benefit 


Some officials are of the opinion 


Ihat the work toward a lower rate 
would benefit Dixon citizens' in a 
least two ways. 


It is claimed that improvements 


n fire^jjreyention methods _ and 
equipment'would give added pro 
ection to the community and also 
reduce the cost for that protection 


Insurance sources disclosed that 


a six rating would save the average 
homeowner 5 cents on each $100 
worth of fire insurance coverage. 


Given as an example is the fact 


,hat a home owner paying $45 on a 
three year $10,000 policy, under the 
present eight rating, would only 
lave to pay $40 for the same cov- 
erage under a six rating. 


Since 1946, when the Illinois In- 


spection bureau made a survey of 
Dixon to propose recommendations 
toward procuring a six rating, 
many of the improvements have 
been made, Mayor Slolhower said. 


Need Aerial Truck 


At present, one of the major 


things lacking in the city's fire pre> 
vention setup is an aerial ladder 
truck complete with pumping equip- 
ment. 


In not having an eight rating 


since 1946 when the inspection bu- 
reau last surveyed Dixon, it has 
been estimated that more than 
$100,000 in insurance savings have 
been lost. 


However, some of the bureau's 


criticisms concerning the lack of 
fire department personnel and var- 
ious pieces of fire fighting equip- 
ment have been erased by revamp- 
ing'of the old system, Mayor Slot- 
hower contended. 


It is believed in some quarters 


that if the city could not meet the 
financial responsibility of improv- 
ing fire prevention standards to 
meet the rate demands, special tax 
assessments would be approved by 
citizens aware of savings in insur- 
ance premiums. 


Mayor Slothower said today that 


he had also written to the Illinois 
Municipal league for information 
regarding the amount of yearly 
savings that would accrue to prop- 
erty owner under a lower rate. 


How Kates Determined 


Insurance rates throughout the 


state are determined by the find- 
ngs of the Illinois inspection bu- 
•cau. 
The rates run from one 


hrough 10, a one rating being the 
cheapest and a 10 rating, the most 
expensive . 


Dixon's present eight rating puts 


t into the next highest category. 
An'eight rating indicates that the 
ity lacks many of the necessities 
equired in obtaining a high de- 
;ree of fire protection. 


Ratings are grouped in pairs. 


>olicy holders pay the same pre- 
mium for a nine rating as they 
vould a ten, or for a seven rating 
as an eight, and so on down 
hrough a one rating.

Three Czech 
Airmen Flee 
From Reds 


GRAZ, Austria—W>—Three youth- 


ful members of Communist Czech- 
oslovakia's Air Force fled to Aus 
tria today in a World War II Ger- 
man aircraft and asked for po- 
litical' asylum. 


The three fully-uniformed 
air- 


men—a lieutenant and two ser- 
geants—landed on a runway used 
by British military planes at Tha- 
lerhof Airport on the outskirts of 
Graz, in the British occupation 
zone. 


Grinning and evidently pleased 


with their early morning flight of 
115 miles from the Czech city of 
Bratislava, the three asked for 
asylum. 


They were taken into custody by 


British military authorities. Their 
aircraft, used as a training plane 
for fighter pilots, was placed un- 
der guard. 


The three airmen were tenta- 


tively identified by Austrian po- 
ice as Lt. Vladimir Krman, .24; 
Sgt. Gustav Molnar, 26, and Sgt. 
Fosef Fleischhacker, 25. 


The airmen said they fled for 


political reasons.

It charged the Czechoslovak gov- 


ernment 
with 
"falsification 
of 


facts" in contending the U. S, 
plane had violated Czech territory. 


Radar established beyond ques- 


tion, the U. S. note said,--that .the 
American plane was shot 'down 
well within the border of the Amer- 
ican zone of Germany. 


The note said that the American 


jets were under U. S. radar sur- 
veillance at all times and de- 
clared, "the American aircraft did 
not cross the Czechoslovak border 
at any time." 


The'note continued: 
"The Czechoslovak government's 


a t t e m p t e d explanation of this 
provocative incident is a falsifica- 
tion of facts designed to cover iti 
responsibility for thia inexcusable 
action."

The Czech foreign office was 


reminded that after a series,.of 
border incidents in 1951, the Czech- 
oslovak Air Force had been in- 
structed to keep a distance of-20 
kilometers (about 12 miles) from 
the U.S. zone. Thereafter the for-, 
eign office admitted several viola- 
tions by Czech aircraft. * 


"The flagrant incident of March 


10 indicates, however, that the 


Czechoslovak government has re- 


verted to its previous practice of 
misrepresentation," the note said, 
and added that it was apparent 
that the former buffer zone order 
is no longer in effect.

Mishandling Spoils GOP Bid to 


Renounce Pacts With Reds 


The handling of President Eisenhower's resolution on 


the subject of wartime agreements with the Russians seems 
certain to go down as a tragedy of errors, no matter what 
the final senate action. 


The president's purpose was to give the satellites of the 


Soviet Union a firm psychological lift by declaring that the 
Russians had perverted the Yalta and Potsdam pacts with 
the West into instruments for the enslavement of once-free 
peoples. 
Mr. Eisenhower's evident mistake—or that of nis top 


advisers—was in not gauging carefully enough the temper 
of senate Republicans on the Yalta-Potsdam issue. 


GOP leaders had accepted the president's proposal in 


principle, but Secretary of State Dulles did not show any of 
them the actual language of the declaration until just before 
"it went to Capitol Hill. Republicans hit the roof.

* 


To the GOP, broad condemnation of Yalta and Potsdam 


has long been a battle cry, and it rang especially loud in the 
1952 campaign. They argue that the concessions the West 
made to Russia on these occasions—giving them the Japa- 
nese Kurile islands and carving up Poland—were tragic be- 
trayals of good peoples. 


Consequently the Republicans cannot let lightly pass any 


proposal which mentions those pacts without indicating 
either their disapproval, or at the least, their lack of ap- 
proval. In this case, the senate foreign relations committee 
tacked on a proviso stating that congress was not passing 
judgment on the "validity or invalidity" of the Yalta anc 
Potsdam agreements. 


But in its insistence upon this proviso, the GOP lost 


Democratic backing for the resolution and hence the bi-parti- 
san unity which alone could have given it much meaning to 
the Iron Curtain peoples. In revised form, the proposal can 
have no psychological value.

Yalta and Potsdam as agreements are not being argued 


here." The only point to be made is that the propaganda pos- 
sibilities of the president's proposal would now seem to have 
been lost. The satellites are hardly likely to take much hope 
from a proposal that can gain only divided support, nor are 
they apt to be impressed by a watered-down declaration that 
fears to mention the wartime pacts at all. 
. . From all this-the administration may have learned an- 
other'hard lesson in the matter of measuring the mood of 
congress. And congress may have learned that the neces- 
sities, of domestic political propaganda don't necessarily 
blend with the requirements 
of psychological 
warfare 


abroad.

Army Champs Show How to Win

"After three unsuccessful tries, 


I finally put together a team which 
won the Prince Takamatsu Team 
of-Four Championship," writes my 
old friend, Col. Tim Willis. 


"As you know, it is a semiannual 


knockout team game, sponsored 
by the Tokyo Bridge Association 
(Japanese), and open to all na 
tionalities. My team was made up 
of Sgt. Al Mastron, Sgt. Bernard 
Wolff, my wife, and me. Our oppo- 
nents in the finals were a group 
of Tokyo foreign businessmen. 


"We won the final match by the 


small margin of 570 points, and 
the 
most 
interesting 
hands, 


strangely enough, r e s u l t e d in 
swings for our opponents. 


"In the accompanying hand, my 


partner led the jack of hearts. Joe 
Jacob, playing the South hand, 
then led the two spades from the 
dummy. I played the three, and 
the spectators gasped as Joe Jacob 
finessed the five and held the 
trick! 


"Of course Mr. Jacob proceeded 


to coup me. Our teammates went 
down one at four diamonds on this 
hand." 


There is much more in the let- 


ter, but space prevents me from 
quoting it all. American bridge 
fans will be glad to know, how- 
ever, that this is the first time that 
an American Armed Forces team 
has managed to win the Tokyo 
Championship. 


Col. Willis didn't bother to point 


out the entire play of the hand, 
but it's easy enough to reconstruct 
H. After winning the second trick 
with the five of spades, declarer 
cashed dummy's top diamonds and 
ruffed a diamond. He entered the 
dummy with a heart to lead an- 
other diamond through East. 


At this point East had to ruff, 


since otherwise South would dis- 
card a losing club. If East ruffed 
low, South could overruff with the 
jack, return to dummy with the 
last top heart, and lead thi fifth 
diamond. 


If East ruffed high on the fourth 


round of diamonds, South could 
discard a club and eventually get 
back to dummy with a high heart 
to take a second trump finesse 
through East. Either way, declarer 
was sure to win eleven tricks!

Pegler Reflects on the "Golden Age" In the United.'. 
SUte*—1905-14; the Beer Was Good, Lunches Free -

The period around 1905 to 19H was a golden age. In the United 


States, this golden era may have started a little before 1905. J,am 
speaking of-my own dawning. 


In the span I mention a glass of beer cost five cents and a mar, 


could load up with all the free lunch he could eat. The beer was good . 
domestic draft merchandise and the lunch was no mere smutches' of 
of mouse-cheese and crumbled crackers. It was roast beef with nat- 
ural gravy, between slices of rye or white bread, served on a plate; 
wonderful, juicy hot roast ham with the fat around the rim; potato 


salad in the sour German version; German corned 
beef hash; spaghetti with splinters of beef cooked 
into it somehow; baked beans with- brown bread 
and a variety of little specialties. 
You bought- a 


nickel glass of beer and then you slid down th« 
bar to the free lunch place. There, a colored man 
stood awaiting the pleasure of serving you. 
• • 


Of course, the quality varied. On the south sid« 


or South Clark or West Madison in Chicago,-th« 
lunch was less refined than the provender put forth 
in better saloons .within the loop. But the skidrow 


PefUr characte^ who compOsed the clientele of the'"bar- 


rel-houses we're apathetic toward food, anyway. It is my impression 
that they were mostly foreigners, for this was in the period when 
the restless refuse, as the poet called them in the morose greeting: 
on the Statue of Liberty, were coming ashore unquestioned in -our 
eastern ports. However, many of them were American natives.-• If 
you scan the faces and listen to the talk along-the skid-rows of New 
York today, you will observe that the current bums are our very own. 


We inevitably turn out a bumper crop of these appalling wretches 


in all our cycles but people didn't go wrong on a couple of beers a 
day and the free lunch that I speak of. Many a busted guy got] by 
over a hard time on free lunch. God knows what a busted girl.did 
to get by.

A dollar a day was mighty good 


pay in the words of a campaign 
jingle, but. in actual fact, $2 a day 
was a little submarginal. Dan 
Tobin. the president emeritus of 
the Teamsters' union, relates with 
heroic self-pity that he worked 
from before dawn until after dark 
for $12 a week. I don't doubt that. 
We certainly did put out a day's 
work. It didn't hurt Tobin. Prices 
were proportionate. 
We had a 


frame house of six rooms, and a 
barn where we stored the coal, for 
$18 a month in Minneapolis. 


Reporters were frankly under 


stood to be on the cuff while the 
publishers were piling it up for 
heirs. 
The telephone company 


cuffed you a phone, the brewery 
cuffed you cases of beer and the 
coal company filled your bin in 
return for little dabs of sneak pub- 
licity. 
The same with the tailor. 


Milk was a nickel a quart. Bread 
was a nickel. Carfare a nickel. 
The nickel movies were just com- 
ing in with scenic travel films 
shown in theatres which you en- 
tered through a mock-up of the 
stern of an observation car. 
It 


seemed to me when I saw Lowell 
Thomas' cinerama that the sen- 
sation of actual flight through a 
Rocky Mountain canyon, as though 
the whole theatre were whipping 
between the walls of the gorges, 
was reminiscent of the moving pic- 
ture trip on the Denver and Rio 
Jrande in those nickel theatres. 
I can't conceive that the land- 


lords could have made a cent on 
the rents in Chicago. You could 
get six rooms for $30 a month, 
heated by steam, janitor service. 
The owner kalsomined the walls 
every year or two. It was custo- 
mary to offer a new tenant one 
month's re'nt, free. 
We knew 


nothing whatever about taxes. The 
school taxes probably were paid 
out of the general funds, for there 
never was any question of tuition 
for rental tenants with kids. In 
many towns books were furnished 
by the school board, but in Chi- 
cago you had to take a sort of 
poverty plea. Only those who were 
really poor were willing to do that. 
It 
embarrassed 
the 
children. 


Nowadays 
children 
who 
have 


grown up shamelessly put their 
old parents on state charity on the 
ground that they are paying taxes 
for the old age assistance thing 
and will be loser to their neigh- 
bors if they refuse, out of false 
pride, to take advantage of it. 


When I first went to England, 


you could still get a custom made 
suit of tweed or hard cloth for $25. 
I got bed-and-breakfast in Blooms- 


bury boarding houses for 30 shill- 
ings a week. The historic roast* 
beef at. Simpson's in the Strand 
was only BO cents. For another 
tanner,, or 12 cents, to the man 
who carved it on a rolling table, 
you could get another sheet of 
beef. Simpson's served big blobs 
of sweet butter. I think this but- 
ter cost six pense extra. Few of 
us remember that lavishness at'so 
little cost. When I was in Simp- 
son's last year the contrast of 
meatless, tasteless duck and in- 
sipid fish was very depressing. Tha 
prices, under inflation, were sim- 
ply crazy. 


Lord Northcliffe saw the subma- 


rines really taking charge of the 
situation, so he turned the heat 
on Simpson's with 'cartoons. and 
feature stories about gross, por- 
cine war profiteers gorging them- 
selves while the wives and chil- 
dren of Tommies at the front got 
along on kippers and sprouts. Ra- 
tioning went on and Simpson's 
never did really come back. 


The English people, even th« 


white collar middle class, a dis- 
tinct cut above the lower classes, 
who really were low—these Eng- 
lish people had lived very pleas- 
antly before the war. They spoke 
of heavy cream on their berries, 
longing for the day, which never 
has come, when again they would 
have to spoon that clotted cream 
out of the pitcher. They had had 
"joints" of beef, mutton and lamb. 
Real Scotch whisky, full strength, 
was four cents at the second-class 
bar. • I believe their watered, raw 
Scotch costs four shillings now. 


The same richness was general 


on the continent, and, in the worst 
days of the war, when England 
was trying austerity for the first 
time, France fed well and stinted 
on nothing.

Dewey's recommendation of a 


city-manager form of government 
was the last of four special mes- 
sages to the Legislature 
in

tropolis from becoming what he 
called a "ghost town." 


The governor's payroll tax plan 


calls for workers and their em- 
ployers each to pay one-half of a 
lax to be levied at the rate of one- 
half of 1 per cent of wages earned 
in the city. 


He also recommended

of a transit authority with power 
to boost the 10-cent fare on the bus 
and subway lines now run by the 
city, and amendment of the state 
Constitution to authorize- the city 
to increase its real estate tax rev- 
enues by 50 million dollars a year.

? In Geneva, Farouk's mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Sila Sadek, told news- 
men her daughter had decided on 
a "complete and definite sepaia- 
tion" from tthe ex-monarch but 
["there is no' question whatsoever 
' of a divorce." 


Back to Cairo 


'{ Mrs. Sadek, who is travelling 
with her daughter, said Narriman 
would return to Cairo within a few 
day* with the full approval of 
Egypt's g o v e r n m e n t , 'which 
bounced Farouk from his 'throne 
' last. July. She said she did not 
know what would become of the 
couple's son, baby Prince Ahmed 
Fuad 11, but "we assume he will 


remain with the king (Farouk) for 
the time being." 


Asked why the couple had de- 


cided to separate, Mrs. Sadek 
said: "This is a matte* concern- 
ing the 'closest intimacy of the 
Queen's private life. The queen 
herself considers that It is largely 
a question 'of character," Asked 
whose cfiaracter she meant, Mrs. 
Sadek declined to elaborate. 


The exiled Egyptian monarch 


and the unidentified blonde spent 
most of the night and early morn- 
ing in "La Boite Pigalle." one of 
Rome's few night spots, under the 
watchful eyes of.

At 3:30 a'.m., when newsmen and 


photographers arrived at the club, 
the girl was spirited out.

photographer's camera. 


Farouk and his guards drove

Fuad II. 


Succeeds Father 


The infant King succeeded to the 


throne last July when Farouk was 
summarily ousted after the mili- 
tary coup led by Maj. Gen. Mo- 
hammed Naguib, now Egypt's 
premier. 


Fuad remained in Italy with his 


father today but sources close to 
Farouk were quoted by Rome 
newspapers as saying he might be 
taken away' later. 


A curiously-worded statement is- 


sued by Farouk's legal adviser af- 
ter the Queen flew to Zurich with 
her mother, Mrs. Sila Sadek, said 
the divorce reports "must once 
again be-denied." But it added: 


"King Farouk has only given his 


permission! that his young wife 
leave Italy because she may be 
tired 'of her life in exile, despite 
the attention of Italian and Swiss 
doctors. •'

"The decision to leave, which 


has beenH.ably helped'by her 
mother, who evidently has had 
contacts with' Egyptian political 
elements, is a result also of the

Sources having close contact 


with the former> King saidtNarrl- 
man's departure was a final one 
from which there would be no re- 
turn to Farouk.

Tot Placed in 
Cold Storage; 
Repair Heart 


DENVER (m — Eight-year-old 


Janet Kimble of Denver was put 
in cold storage hibernation Thurs- 
day while surgeons cilt into her 
heart and removed a clogged 
valve. 


Cold was applied to slow down 


bodily mechanisms'to levels simi- 
lar to those of winter-hibernating 
animals. . 


Temperature is dropped 20 de- 


grees at least, pulse rate slows 
from 120 to perhaps 60, blood pres- 
sure falls and the metabolism of a 
body is slowed to a minimum pace. 


The heart then pumps slowly and 


tissues do not require a normal 
rapid flow of blood 
containing 


fresh oxygen. 


Surgeons explained U}at in some 


previous heart operations, big ves- 
sels which empty blood into the 


heart were clamped off. There wag 
only about two minutes for work 
Inside a bloodless heart. With hi- 
bernation, a surgeon has about 10 
minutes for. his work. 


In Janet's case, opening the 


heart, removing the clogged pul- 
monary valve and stitching the 
heart closed took three minutes 
and five seconds. 


The cold serves as an anesthetic. 


A usual anesthetic is used so that 
application of cold water to lower 
body temperature will not cause 
shock. Once the cold takes hold, 
the slowed bodily pace maintains 
its own level of chilled sleep. 


The cooling process requires 


about an hour. Two hours are 
needed for warming to conscious- 
ness.

Office of Price Stabil- 
ization expires. 
- Eisenhower has said he does not 
want controls continued except for,' 
defense materials and critical area 
rents. 'He has said he will not ask 
Congress for standby power to re- 
impose controls in an emergency; 


Still under controls are items 


vital to the defense effort. These 
include steel mill products, pig 
iron, ferro-alloys, nickel, beryll- 
lium, manganese, tungsten, molyb- 
denum,, t a n_t a. 1 u m, columbium, 
steel drumsr metal cans, machine 
tools, concrete reinforcing bars, 
sulphur, sulphuric acid, oleum and 
sulphur trioxide. 
-Price officials and coffee traders 
agreed coffee prices, now ranging 
from'89 to 95 cents a pound for 
most brands, might go up 10 to 
12 cents.>
